SALEMVILLE, 
_ HUB OF THE EASTERN CHURCHES 


So far as the location of Seventh Day 
Baptist Churches is concerned, Salemville, 
Pa., stands in a strategic position. It is 
in a nearly direct line for traffic going 
north and south between the Churches of 
West Virginia and Alfred or Brookfield, 
N. Y. It is also near the east-west line 
of traffic between the New Jersey 
Churches and Jackson Center, Ohio, or 
Chicago. It is about 15 miles north of 
Bedford, Pa., from the great Pennsylvania 
Turnpike. The distances are about as 
follows: Alfred, 200 miles; Plainfield or 
Shiloh, 225 miles; Salem, 150 miles; Jack- 
son Center, 325 miles. 

Salemville lies at the south end of a 
broad valley called Morrison’s Cove, 
which is noted for its fine farm land. The 
composition of the rock in the neighbor- 
ing mountains is limestone. Alfalfa, wheat, 
oats, and corn grow well in this section, 
and it is also the location of some good 
orchards. Anyone thinking of settling in 
this place should contact Deacon Lawrence 
Kagarise, whose address is New Enter- 
prise, Pa., who was appointed by the 
Church as its representative on the Con- 
ference committee on vocations and em- 
ployment.

We restate our challenge to higher 
stewardship standards for every Christian 
individual or family, partly because Christ’ 
seems to speak through the following 
needs which you might serve through your 
Missionary Society (plus many local proj- 
ects He calls especially to the attention of 


your Church): 


1. Enlarging education and evangelism 
in Jamaica, B. W. I. 

Rev. and Mrs. Neal Mills’ support by 
the Second Century Fund is already over- 
drawing allotted funds, and General Funds 
must be had next year to pay these work- 
ers. 

Rey. Wardner T. Fitz Randolph is due 
for a furlough in 1950 and travel to and 
from Jamaica must be provided, as well 
as for possible allowances for travel in 
evangelistic work in the United States. 

1950 will bring the time for travel of 
Jamaican students training in this country, 
Socrates Thompson returning for service 
in his native island, another student com- 
ing to the U. S. A. for theological train- 
ing. 

2. Expanded work in British Guiana. 

Addition of two more native workers 
on our Salary Aid Plan and the return 
of the Berrys will exhaust Second Century 
Fund moneys for British Guiana. General 
Funds must take over entirely in 1951. 

In mid-1950, a representative must be 
sent to British Guiana to work with Pas- 
tors Berry and Trotman and the people 
there. Travel costs will be well worth 
the contact. 

3. Continuing preparation for China 
evangelism, medicine, and education. 

Miss Sarah Becker’s study requires addi- 
tional amounts for her tuition fees, over 
regular salary which Riverside and Pacific 
Coast Association are continuing. 

The board desires to prepare for the 
return of Miss Becker and Miss West as 
soon as possible after 1951. 

The board still seeks a doctor and an 
evangelist for the China Mission, and 
definite appropriations are called for. 

4. New Zealand’s enlarging work will 
exhaust Second Century Fund moneys so 
that our short-term evangelist as well as 
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the New Zealand pastors will need Gen- 
eral Funds for vigorous pursuit of their 
mission. Their own mission giving to the 
Nyasaland and South India Missions will 
draw heavily on their resources, even with 
swelled numbers and deepened loyalty. 


5. The continuing Evangelistic Move- 
ment in the United States, including the 
United Evangelistic Advance, will soon 
use up Second. Century Fund resources for 
advance work, and in 1950 and 1951, ex- 
change of pastors as evangelists, travel for 
evangelistic teams, new missionary and 
evangelistic literature, and campaigns for 
branch Churches will demand new stew- 
ardship loyalty for all Seventh Day Bap- 
tists — money gifts, full-time service com’ 
mitments, time and energy gifts, giving 
up selfish and self-styled ideas.

After the evening meal, the purposes and 
aims of Camp Joy were discussed at a 
special campfire. 

Activities of each day went success- 
fully, according to schedule.

| stationed with the United States 
ly on Ladd Field, Fairbanks, Alaska. 


|beautiful territory until after I had. 
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I thought that the children might like to 
learn something about a part of Alaska 
from one who had been there. 

I arrived on Ladd Field in July, 1943. 
The first few days I cultivated beans, car- 
rots, lettuce, peas, cabbage, and flowers. 
It was only about 120 miles south of the 
Arctic Circle. The reason that, during 
those 100 frost-free days, crops grow so 
luxuriantly is because the sun, for a period 
of time, shines about 20 hours out of the 
24-hour period each day. The earth has 
no opportunity to grow cold. That same 
month I helped to pick about 40 quarts 
of strawberries, so that we had strawberry 
shortcake in our mess hall. 


The fall of 1944, many soliders during 
their free days harvested about 250 tons 
of potatoes raised within four miles of 
our field. One day that summer I saw 
the thermometer reach 80 degrees. On 
June 21, each year, a baseball game is 
played out-of-doors at night in Fairbanks 
without artificial lights. The reason that 
the sun shines so many hours is the fact 
that God in His great wisdom made the 
north and south poles flat, and as the 
earth turns on its north-south axis, it 
also tilts so that an abundance of sunlight 
falls on those parts of the world during 
the respective seasons. 

In mid-August it commences to rain, 
and about a month later the first snow 
flurries appear. I never saw more than 
30 inches of snow on the level where we 
were stationed. The total amount of mois- 
ture which fell in our area was about 
30 inches per year. I want to make it 
clear that Alaska has a variety of cli- 
mates as we have in the States. In winter 
time, 30 degrees below zero is quite com- 
mon. I saw three days one winter when 
the thermometer stood at 55 degrees below 
zero. During the cold, snappy days the 
Northern Lights (or Aurora Borealis) are 
beautiful. They can de described as a 
rainbow pattern printed on silk, fluttering 
in the breeze. The Northern Lights have 
all the colors of the rainbow. 


I have seen robins, bees, toads, sea 
gulls, and many other familiar creatures 
about our barracks. Those who know 
the geological history of Alaska, state that 
it once had a semi-tropical climate, but that 
during the Ice Age all this was changed. 
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That is the reason that prehistoric ele- 
phant tusks (called mastodon tusks) are 
unearthed whenever gold is mined. These 
ivory tusks are exactly the same as the 
ivory tusks from elephants of Africa. I 
made a letter opener from a part of a 
mastodon tusk which I use all the time 
in my office.
